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The University League focused a 
majority of their time on 
fund raising in order to financially 
support various community 
organizations. These 
fundraising efforts included the 
Opportunity Shop (1946), a Black 
out Ball (1940), Cookbooks 
(1970s), and even dog shows. 
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During the 1940s the League devoted all of 
their efforts towards the war A motor corps 
was developed and staffed by the League, 
which served the Albemarle Chapter of the 
National defense. 




In 1946 the League founded the Opportunity Shop. This was a thrift shop 

located on the downtown mall and provided 
clothing and household items for the community.
